of free-wheeling, and it is said that 
the mules became so accustomed 
to riding down hill, that long after 
electrification of the line these 
mules refused to pull anything 
down hill for their new ranch 
owners. 
Built in 1888 

This most unique form of trans- 
portation which served our com- 
munity in the early days, was 
built in 1888 as fulfillment of a 
promise made by the founders of 
the colony, the Chaffey brothers, 
who in 1882 purchased the old 
Cucamonga Rancho, laid out the 
|} colony, and promised all purchas- 
ers of lots that a cable car system 
|} would be put into service along 
| the Euclid avenue route from the 
Southern Pacific tracks in On- 
| tario northward to the mountains. 
| Folks purchased lots, the com- 
munity started to grow, but no 
cable car line appeared. 

The Chaffey brothers sold «heir 
interests in t Colony in 1586 to 
}a group known as the Ontario 
Land and Improvement Co., with 
Charles Frankish as its head. 

These new owners, fully realiz- 
ing the attractive residential fea- 
tures of the territory comprising 
ithe present city of Upland, and 
{the area north of us in San An- 
|tonio Heights, filed papers of in- 
corporation for the Ontario and 
|}San Antonio Heights Railroad and 
|the initial line was built as far 
as Twenty-fourth street, with the 
great event when the first car was 
pulled over its route taking place 
the first week of December, 1888. 


Change in 1895 

The operation by mule power up 
the hill, and gravity back down to 
the starting point, came to an 
end in 1895 when the operating 
company, which stated it was their 
original intention to electrify the 
line, found itself unable to put 
this plan into effect and sold out 
to the Ontario Electric Co.

The remains of this historic 
landmark still stand just off 
Mountain drive amid heavy growth 
with a sign “Dangerous, Keep 
Out!” visible from the road. 

The Ontario Electric Co. sold to 
a Los Angeles company controlled 
by Wm. G. Kerchkoff who oper- 
ated the railway and lighting sys- 
tem until 1902. 

Early in 1902 the lighting and 
power system was transferred to 
the Ontario Power Co., and the 
railroad was operated by the On- 
tario Street Railroad Co., organ- 
ized by the Kerchkoff interests, 
according to A. C. Reynolds of 
Upland, now retired from manage- 
ment of the San Antonio Water 
Co. 

The railroad was later sold to 
the Pacific Electric Co. with pos- 
session taken in April, 1912.

tain avenue were removed in 1927 
with bus service substituted, and 
tracks from Upland to Ontario, 
removed late in 1928 according to

street, Upland, who supervised the 
removal of all tracks on both 
sections of the line, and who is 
now retired from the Pacific Elec- 
tric Co.

Staff members at the fire sta-

Mrs. Johnson’s Jar of Jelly 


Mrs. Johnson’s jar of jelly was a fairly insignificant item alongside the 
exhibits of tractors, beef cattle and great- girthed Clydesdale horses at the 
county fair, but it afforded a treasured moment in the life of this California» 
housewife, for the little jar of jelly won a blue. Mrs. Johnson knows how to 
use a spoon to test whether boiling fruit and sugar has reached the jelly 
stage, but she doesn’t know a Thoroughbred’s fetlock from his forelock, and 
she has never attended the races at Santa Anita Park. 

It was racing at Santa Anita and other California tracks, however, that 
made Mrs. Johnson’s small, bright triumph possible. California racing, 
which is celebrating its 100th anniversary in 1951, now furnishes vital con- 
tributions for State, county and district fairs and expositions. Forty-five and 
one-tenth per cent. of all the State’s revenue from racing now is devoted to 
the 78 fairs, expositions and livestock shows of California. Although racing 
began at now- forgotten California courses as early as 1851, it was not until 
pari-mutuel wagering was legalized in 1933 that the Thoroughbred indus- 
try became one of the most important parts of the State’s economic struc- 
turé. Just how important this industry is to fairs is best evidenced by 
statistics. In’ 1933 there were only nine fairs in the entire State. 

Another portion of racing’s dollar goes to the support of the agricultural 
schools at the University of California and California State Polytechnic 
College. Twenty and two-tenths per cent. of racing's revenue is devoted 
to this purpose. 

A hundred years ago, when racing in California began, life was simpler 
and agricultural methods were primitive. Today new cycles of machinery, 
varieties, sprays, fertilizers and marketing programs are introduced to 
farmers by the fairs. Thousands of students who have attended the institu- 
tions racing supports become practical farmers, vocational agriculture teach- 
ers, county agents. They conduct research and experimentation that have 
helped make California the first agriculttiral State of the nation. 

‘Other benefits of the fairs and educational institutions which racing 
supports are acknowledged by state educational officials and agricultural
